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Park will 
get new 
network 
of paths 

A £70,000 project to create 
a series of new footpaths 
through a Cradley park has 
been approved. 

The work will be carried 
out at Homer Hill Park to 
improve access for its many 
visitors. 

Council leader Pete Lowe 
has agreed to include the 
project in the authority’s 
work programme. 

The five new paths will 
be made in or around the 
perimeter of the park and 
will join up with the existing 
network of walking routes 
that run through the green.

Dudley Council says it 
will mean the majority of 
the park will be accessible 
to visitors via a surfaced pe¬ 
destrian route. 

Councillor Lowe said: 
“As part of the Homer Hill 
Park Master Plan, the con¬ 
struction of five new paths 
in or around the perimeter 
of Homer Hill Park are con¬ 
sidered essential enhance¬ 
ments. 

“The work will extend the 
existing footpath network 
to enable the majority of the 
park to be easily accessed 
via a new surfaced pedes¬ 
trian route.” 

Some of the cash for the 
first four paths has come 
from the sale of the former 
crematorium lodge in Chase 
Road, Lower Gornal.

JOSH IS BORN 
ON PAVEMENT 


GIVING birth alone on a freezing 
pavement at 4.20am is no one’s idea 
of the perfect delivery. 

But little Josh Haddleton just couldn’t wait 
to come into the world and it was there, in the 
open, just yards from the entrance of Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital, that his mother Alexan¬ 
dra Smith gave birth. 


Her flustered partner of 
10 years Keiron Haddleton 
had hurriedly gone into 
the hospital to search for 
help when Josh decided he 
wasn’t going to wait a sec¬ 
ond longer. 

So it was outside on the 
pavement, all alone in the 
early hours in temperatures 
below freezing on December 
30 that Miss Smith, from 
Rowley Regis, gave birth to 
her third child. 

As she wrapped her new¬ 
born baby in her coat and 
held him close, desperately 
trying to shield him from 
the icy air, and waited for 
help to arrive. 

She admitted that it was 
a frightening few minutes as 
she cradled her newborn in 
her arms. 

Natural 

The 29-year-old, of Bryan 
Budd Close, said: “I think I 
was in shock, I didn’t expect 
it to happen. 

“It was 4.20 in the morn¬ 
ing, -2C and I just had him. 

“It was amazing, it felt 
natural.” 

She added: “I just tried 
to keep him warm, holding 
him like a rugby ball. 

“It was scary but when I 
saw Keiron coming I knew it 
would be OK and help was 
coming.” 

Miss Smith said that 
when she felt the baby com¬ 
ing two hours earlier at 
home on December 30, she 
assumed she would have a 
long wait ahead of her as

had been the case with her 
both of her other two chil¬ 
dren. 

She said: “With my other 
children, I had 10-hour and 
12-hour labours so I thought 
I could take my time but 
after an hour and 45 min¬ 
utes I kept saying: ‘we need 
to go now’. 

“When we got to the hos¬ 
pital we went over the zebra 
crossing and I just couldn’t 
go any more.” 

Mr Haddleton, 29, admit¬ 
ted he was petrified when he 
returned to see his partner 
had given birth. 

He said: “I have never 
been so scared in my life. I 
just panicked and tried to 
find a towel to put over her 
and the baby. 

“I was just scared because 
he wasn’t crying. 

“But as I got closer he 
cried and I was welling up 
too.” 

After the alarm was 
raised, hospital staff rushed 
out to help mother and 
baby. 

Josh, who weighed 61b 
3oz, was checked over but 
was given a clean bill of 
health and was sent home 
the following day. 

Miss Smith said: “He was 
a little bit cold but he was 
well enough to be home by 
1.30pm the next day. 

“He’s amazing.”

On Christmas Eve customers ar¬ 
rived to find a sign in the window ad¬ 
vising them to use Hawne Post Office 
in Stourbridge Road or Old Hill Post 


Office in Halesowen Road. A separate 
notice stated that the lease of the 
building had been terminated. 

The closure also affected a beauty 
salon, which shares the same site, re¬ 
sulting in staff arriving to find they 
could not get into work with their 
equipment locked inside. 

Shoppers spoke of their shock at 
finding that the branch, the biggest in 
the area, was shut. 

Mr Morris, who attended the open¬ 
ing of the branch in November, said 
he had been assured by the Post Of¬ 
fice that the branch would re-open. He 
added: “I have been in contact with 
senior management at the Post Office 


over the holiday period to understand 
what has happened and help find a 
solution. 

“The abrupt closure was due to a 
dispute between the current branch 
operator and their landlord. 

“Post Office management have as¬ 
sured me that the branch will re-open 
this week and are committed to sus¬ 
taining this vital local service. I will 
continue to work with the Post Office 
to make sure this happens.” 

A spokeswoman said: “The Post 
Office apologises to customers for any 
inconvenience caused by the recent 
temporary closure of Halesowen Post 
Office.”

A post mortem found that 
the victim Mr Singh, from 
Meadow Road, Harborne, 
Birmingham, had died as a 
result of head injuries and a 
knife wound to the neck. 

Mr Singh had been one 
of the founders of Smeth¬ 
wick-based Mahal Warriors 
Football Club.

WEST Bromwich Albi¬ 
on star Saido Berahino is 
to appear in court over a 
drink-driving charge.

This year the council was 
given £1,145,027 from the 
Government for its council 
tax freeze grant. 

It is predicted that if

Among the savings out¬ 
lined are cuts to street clean¬ 
ing and plans to shorten the 
collection period for green 
waste to save £100,000.

Boss must

A MAN who failed to clear 
up a towering pile of rub¬ 
bish in Brierley Hill faces 
having his assets seized fol¬ 
lowing a court ruling.

Ltd director Robert Mc- 
Naughton served a term in 
jail last year for failing to 
comply with a court order 
to clear the site in Moor 
Street. But the Environ¬ 
ment Agency continues to 
struggle to get the 19ft high 
rubbish pile cleared. 

Now the agency has been 
granted a writ of sequestra¬ 
tion from the High Court, 
allowing officials to seize as¬ 
sets from Mr McNaughton 
and the company. The as¬ 
sets would then be used to 
pay for clearing up the site. 

Harriet Templar-Vasey, 
agency spokesman said: 
“We are continuing to take 
legal action to force Refuse 
Derived Fuel Limited and 
its director, Robert Mc¬ 
Naughton, to clear the re¬ 
maining waste from the site. 

“We have recently ob¬ 
tained a writ of sequestra¬ 
tion from the High Court. 
Enforcement officers 
have visited both Mr Mc¬ 
Naughton and the company, 
and are currently investi¬ 
gating what assets can be 
seized. It is possible that 
there will be further court 
hearings.”

Tower blocks to be revamped in £50m project 


THE next stage of a £50 million project 
to revamp 6,000 council homes across 
Sandwell will get under way this month. 

Work has been carried out on estates in 
Oldbury, Rowley Regis, Tipton and West 
Bromwich as part of a three-year Sandwell 
Council scheme. 

Houses are being fitted with new kitch¬ 
ens and bathrooms, electrical rewiring and 
heating systems, along with new roofing 
and windows. 

Contractors will now be looking at prop¬ 


erties on estates around Smethwick and 
Wednesbury. Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet 
member for jobs and economy said: “We are 
working hard with our partners to make 
sure improvements are carried out to a high 
standard and within the set timescales.” 

The work is being carried out with three 
building firms - Lovell Partnerships Lim¬ 
ited, Vinci Facilities and Wates Living 
Space. Work is also taking place to revamp 
three tower blocks in Smethwick. More 
than 250 homes at the site known as The 


Crofts, in Windmill Lane are being refur¬ 
bished. Modern balconies and windows will 
be installed at the high-rise blocks, which 
have 270 flats. They will get new roofs and 
external cladding, in different colours. It is 
hoped the work to improve insulation will 
help to reduce fuel bills. 

The £llm project is expected to take two 
years to complete and will be finished in 
2016. Regeneration specialist Keepmoat is 
carrying out the major improvement pro¬ 
gramme. It comes after the news that doz¬ 


ens of new council homes will be built in 
Sandwell as part of a £12.5 million scheme. 

Land earmarked for development in¬ 
cludes the former Bolton Court site in 
Ocker Hill and Tibbington Terrace, both 
in Tipton; Doulton Road, Rowley Regis and 
Kent Close in West Bromwich. A total of 
145 homes will be built including 36 council 
homes - seven at Tibbington Terrace and 
29 at Kent Close - with a further 109 homes 
for private sale across Boulton Court, Tib¬ 
bington Terrace and Doulton Road sites. 


Yeltz fans dig deep to help

THOUSANDS of pounds have been raised by 
supporters to improve the home of Halesow¬ 
en Town Football Club.

IVisitor figures make 
zoo a roaring success

bosses have taken on extra staff to cope. 

The success continued during the festive period 
with more than 12,000 people visiting the grotto at 
the Castle Hill attraction. 

In total, 22 new members of staff have been hired at 
the Castle Hill attraction as it celebrates a bumper year

boost comes with more im¬ 
provements in the pipeline. 

Major construction pro¬ 
jects have come to fruition 
including the creation of a 
new shop, entrance and car 
park. Work has continued 
on the renovation of the 
amphitheatre-shaped Bear 
Ravine, one of the architec¬ 
turally significant Tecton 
structures. These include 
Kiosk One, which will be¬ 
come an information point. 


Iconic 

Renovations have also 
seen the iconic zoo entrance 
restored back to its former 
glory. The famous ‘wave’ 
entrance on Castle Hill has 
gone back to its original 
blue colour and lights have 
been put behind the ‘zoo’ 
letters to make them stand 
out at night. Metal meshing 
has been re-painted and the 
roof repaired. 

Costs for the entrance 
and shop are £417,000, with 
£200,000 from the Heritage 


Lottery Fund, and remain¬ 
ing £217,000 paid from the 
zoo’s own coffers. The funds 
are part of a £1.15 million 
Heritage Lottery Fund con¬ 
tribution that also helped 
towards the refurbishment 
of the 1958 chairlift and the 
launch of an apprenticeship 
scheme for concrete repair 
and conservation skills. 

Mr Suddock said: “It is 
fantastic to see the business 
in such a good place and 
growing successfully. 

“Visitor numbers have 
grown year-on-year. Last 
year’s figure of 265,000 have 
increased to 290,000, which 
is a nine per cent rise, and 
indicates a solid growth. 

“Dudley Zoo is entering a 
new era.

Deadline 
for views 
over new 
junction 

PEOPLE are being asked 
to give their views on latest 
plans to improve Birchley 
Island in Oldbury for all 
road users, with the closing 
date for consultation being 
January 16. 

Sandwell Council is devel¬ 
oping a scheme for Birchley 
Island, the junction of the 
A4123 and A4034, which 
also has a short link road to 
M5 Junction 2. 

The junction acts as a 
major ‘gateway’ to Sandwell 
from the M5 and also pro¬ 
vides access to Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham and 
Dudley. 

A consultation exercise on 
four options was carried out 
during April 2014 to find out 
how those that use the junc¬ 
tion could be affected. Two 
of these were rejected. 

The remaining options 
were for a hamburger is¬ 
land, with traffic passing 
through the junction in both 
directions next to the elec¬ 
tricity primary sub-station. 

The previous consultation 
revealed that around 55 per 
cent of survey respondents 
were satisfied with this ar¬ 
rangement. It is the one 
most likely to attract Gov¬ 
ernment funding. The other 
option is a one-way dual 
hamburger, which would 
perform the second best of 
ah the options in terms of 
reducing queues.

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MP calls 
for cap on 
rail prices 
after hike 

RAIL passengers in the 
Black Country are paying 
up to a quarter more for 
tickets than they did five 
years ago, an MP has said. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin believes a strict cap 
should be introduced for all 
routes after fares rose again 
at the start of January. 

He said that fares had 
risen by more than 27 per 
cent since 2010. 

A Virgin Trains season 
ticket from Birmingham to 
London costs nearly £2,000 
more than it did five years 
ago, from £8,028 to its cur¬ 
rent price of £9,916.

The Labour MP said he 
had written to Transport 
Secretary Patrick McLoug- 
lin to voice his concerns over 
fare rises and attacked the 
Government over increases 
since it came to power. 

He said: “Lots of families 
in the West Midlands are 
struggling to make ends 
meet. 

“Wages here are below 
the national average and the 
cost of living keeps going up. 

“Now David Cameron is 
doing nothing to tackle rip- 
off rail tickets with fares 
soaring by up to 27 per cent 
since 2010 in our region.” 

He added: “This Govern¬ 
ment just isn’t interested 
in listening to hard-up com¬ 
muters in places like Dud¬ 
ley.” 


Boss of theatre campaign 
in vow to carry on project 


CAMPAIGNERS wanting to reopen the Dud¬ 
ley Hippodrome as a theatre are refusing to 
give up their fight — despite their proposal 
being dismissed by the new leader of the 
borough council. 

The Friends of Dudley Hippodrome group suf¬ 
fered a blow after Councillor Pete Lowe claimed the 


members’ business case 
was not viable. 

It comes two years after 
a previous proposal by the 
group for the venue, last 
used as a theatre 50 years 
ago, was turned down. 

Their latest business plan 
would see the venue refur¬ 
bished with 1,600 seats. 

Funding would be raised 
from grants and from rent¬ 
ing out meeting rooms. 

Discuss 

Councillor Lowe has 
claimed that the group’s 
business case ‘didn’t stand 
up’, inviting the members 
for a meeting to discuss 
other platforms to provide 
arts space in the borough. 

Group chairman Gordon 
Downing said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing the members found 
out through the newspaper 
rather than being contacted 
beforehand, it has left a lot 
of people upset. 

“But we are not giving 
up. I want to have a meet¬ 
ing and find out how the de¬ 
cision on our business case 
was made. Our figures do

stand up. We don’t intend 
to get the money to do the 
revamp straight away, we 
would raise cash gradually 
by renting out rooms. Our 
calculations were done using 
£20 for a seat to a show, that 
is really a minimum consid¬ 
ering the names we could 
get. The case is solid, we 
based it on the Plaza theatre 
in Stockport.” 

Under the business plan, 
the projected running costs 
would stand at £112,000 but 
could be reduced by at least 
80 per cent if the group was 
granted charitable status. 

The Hippodrome would be 
open 250 days a year with 10 
full-time staff. Profit would 
come from ticket sales and 
refreshments based on sell¬ 
ing 800 seats a show. 

Dudley Hippodrome was 
built 1938 and used as a 
theatre until 1964, when it 
became a bingo hall. The 
building has been unused 
since 2009. 


Meeting planned over future of pub 



Campaigners are fighting a bid to turn the Haden Cross pub car park into a shop 


CAMPAIGNERS are plan¬ 
ning a public meeting as 
they gear up to fight plans 
to build a convenience store 
on the car park of a popular 
Cradley Heath pub. 

Proposals for the Co-Op¬ 
erative store at the Haden 
Cross Inn have been lodged 
with Sandwell Council and 
will be considered in the 
coming weeks. The scheme 
would reduce parking 
spaces for pub-goers from 
30 to five. 

Chairman of the Friends 
of Haden Cross Inn, Tim 
Haskey, said: “The reason 
we are campaigning is to 
save the pub. But there is 
also the issue of health and 
safety. The pub is on a busy 
road and although this shop 
may not increase traffic it 
would increase the number 
of manoeuvres on and off 
the car park. It is an acci¬ 
dent waiting to happen. A 
third issue is we just don’t 
need another convenience 
store around here.” 

New River Retail, which 
owns the pub, said the pro¬ 
posals had been designed to 
help safeguard its future. 

The friends host a public 
meeting at the pub on Tues¬ 
day, January 13, 7.30pm.

Police to target a 
drug deal hotspot 

POLICE patrols are being 
stepped up after residents 
raised concerns about drug 
dealing in Halesowen. 

They say it is taking 
place in Nimmings Road, 
attracting more people to 
the area. The issue was 
raised at a recent police 
meeting. 

Sergeant Liz Benson, 
of the Halesowen North 
neighbourhood team, said: 
“Residents have raised con¬ 
cerns at the recent PACT 
Meeting of drug dealing 
taking place on Nimmings 
Road, their concerns are 
that this is becoming more 
frequent and attracting 
more attention to the area. 

“Police Officers and 
PCSOs will be carrying out 
active patrols in the area 
to eradicate this problem. 
Stop searches will be car¬ 
ried out if necessary.” 

Motorcyclist hurt 
in crash with bus 

A MOTORCYCLIST was 
taken to hospital with a 
suspected broken leg after 
hitting the back of a bus. 

The accident happened 
in Moor Street, Brierley 
Hill, at around 3.25pm on 
Saturday. 

Firefighters believe the 
motorbike slid on a metal 
drain cover after rain made 
roads greasy. 

The fire crew helped 
raise the bus to allow them 
to pull the bike from un¬ 
derneath it. They gave first 
aid to the rider until para¬ 
medics took over. 

The road, near the junc¬ 
tion with North Street, was 
blocked for up to an hour 
after the accident.

Those were the final instructions 
issued to the keepers at Dudley Zoo 
who have been preparing for a week 
like no other. 

Workers are being kept busy, carrying 
out the mammoth task of counting each 
of the animals as part of the annual cen¬ 
sus. 

There are more than 1,800 creatures 
at the 40-acre site and now every inver¬ 
tebrate, bird, mammal, amphibian and 
reptile is being totted up. From the most 
minuscule ants to the tallest giraffe - it 
will all be documented. 

The zoo is obliged to keep an official 
tally of its animals every 12 months as 
part of its licensing requirements, with 
the census taking five days to complete. 

Rather than it being the case of hop¬ 
ing the all the animals keep still long 
enough to be counted, the task is thank¬ 
fully made a little easier for most of the 
zookeepers. 

Microchipped 

Many of the animals, including Mada¬ 
gascan lemurs and a red-necked wallaby, 
are microchipped, like domestic cats and 
dogs, and can be individually scanned 
with a hand held scanner. Others, like 
the reindeer and Barbary sheep have 
ear tags while birds have flipper bands 
or coloured foot rings which contain in¬ 
dividual codes, making them fairly easy 
to count up. 

Bigger animals such as the Sumatran 
tigers and giraffes are easily identifiable 
by their unique patterns and coats and 
can be totted up in a matter on minutes 
- a change in number of such large an¬ 


imals is not something that would go 
unnoticed. 

Those responsible for larger animals 
have it easier than their colleagues in 
charge of insects, spiders and other tiny 
critters. 

The stick insect’s party trick of 
blending into its surroundings isn’t ap¬ 
preciated by the keepers at this time of 
the year. 

There were around 120 stick insects 
at the attraction at the last count, 
though separating the wood from the 
trees can be tricky. They can also breed 
continually, meaning the total can fluc¬ 
tuate from one day to the next. 

The zoo’s chief executive Peter Sud- 
dock said: “It always poses a few prob¬ 
lems when it comes to stick insects as 
not only do they move around as staff 
are attempting to count them, but they 


also have a camouflage habit of clinging 
to keepers’ clothing usually just out of 
reach on backs and shoulders.” 

Penguins can be tricky too, he added. 

“Dudley Zoo is home to the UK’s larg¬ 
est colony of parent-reared Humboldt 
penguins and with 66 constantly mov¬ 
ing birds sharing the pool and beach, 
the annual headcount can take time.” 

Dudley Zoo’s numbers have been 
boosted by a host of new arrivals that 
are being counted for the first time. 

They include 11-month-old male 
Rothschild’s giraffe Kito and eight- 
month-old Carpathian lynx triplets 
Dick, Dom and Daphne. Malaku the 
snow leopard was born in April to the 
delight of zoo staff. 

Mum and dad Nanga and Margaash’s 
first cub had died suddenly less than 12 
months earlier. Gelada baboons Billie 


and Ambo also swung into the zoo, while 
Boo the chinchilla was another new ar¬ 
rival. But while the many births were 
greeted with much cheer, there was also 
sadness with the deaths of two of the 
zoo’s heavyweights. 

Favourite 

Census veteran Orry the Patagonian 
sealion, a favourite with visitors, passed 
away in July at the age of 22. 

The zoo also lost male Asiatic lion 
Mwamba, only a year after being 
brought in from Devon. 

All zoos and wildlife parks in Brit¬ 
ain are required to carry out the yearly 
census. The data is used for zoo man¬ 
agement and international breeding 
programmes for endangered animals. 

It also provides a back up for the site’s 
Zoological Information Management.

THEY’RE coming to a street near 
you. It’s election year and pretty 
soon MPs, candidates, activists 
and hangers-on are going to 
canvas you. 

It sounds a bit sinister, like 
some form of guerilla art. But for 
some reason it just seems like 
the right thing for any aspiring 
politician to do - to connect with 
the electorate. 

It all seems a bit unfair to me 
because they’ll descend with no 
prior notice or appointment and 
might well interrupt dinner or at 
a crucial moment in the Breaking 
Bad box set. 

Even so, if they do come 
along, use this chance to grill 
them because it’s been half a 
decade since we had a General 
Election and it’s about time they 
were properly put on the spot by 
the people they serve. 

I’m looking forward to May 
because after that we’ll hope¬ 
fully have a Government that’s 
actually getting on with the busi¬ 
ness of governing, rather than 
just going through the motions 
for the next few months while 
parties try to curry favour with 
an ever-more-weary electorate. 

Parliament has run out of 
things to do. This is because of 
a little thing known as the Fixed 
Term Parliament Act, which ef¬ 
fectively sets the date for a Gen¬ 
eral Election at exactly five years 
since the last one. 

In order to create a ‘strong 
and stable’ coalition with the 
Liberal Democrats, David Cam¬ 
eron dispensed with the Prime 
Minister’s right to decide when 
the time was right to go to the 
country. 

But the Tories and Lib Dems 
have exhausted the things they 
can agree on and are now try¬ 
ing to distance themselves from 
each other. 

The Lib Dems are effectively 
finished around these parts. In 
the May 2014 council elections 
the party found candidates to 
stand in a mere 27 per cent of 
wards. 

Even in Cannock Chase, 
where the party was the largest 
group four years before, they 
found just six candidates for 13 
seats. 

David Cameron likes to refer 
to this as the most important 
election in a generation. He may 
have a point. 

What we’re dealing with here 
is a re-hash of 2010 when the 
country delivered a hung Par¬ 
liament. Back then it was com¬ 
pared with the election of 1974. 
But with the uncertainty that cre¬ 
ated, Harold Wilson went back 
to the country again before the 
year was out and was reward¬ 
ed with a majority of three. The 
Fixed Term Parliament Act stops 
that. 

We get one shot at saying who 
we want as our MP for the next 
half a decade. Before that, it’s up 
to them to bombard us with leaf¬ 
lets, promises and scare tactics. 
But that moment in the polling 
station is all you have until May 
2020 unless MPs vote to dis¬ 
solve Parliament. That’s why this 
election is so important.

NED Williams first ven¬ 
tured into The Gornals, to 
watch The Beatles’ Help! 
at the Alexandra Cinema 
almost 50 years ago. 

He had no inkling then that 
years later he would be pub¬ 
lishing a book about the area. 

The trip, in 1965 introduced the 
now 70-year-old author to Upper 
Gornal, Lower Gornal and Gornal 
Wood - where “Furriners” from 
outside the villages were looked 
at with confusion and nobody ever 
had any reason to leave. 

Mr Williams has written 50 
books about the Black Country, 
covering everything from local 
railways to cinemas, theatres and 
chapels. 

His latest turns a spotlight on 
the three villages - known locally 
as The Gornals - and their people, 
places and history. 

The father-of-two, who has lived 
in Wolverhampton since 1974, 
said: “It’s an area that hasn’t been 
properly covered yet. 


MEMORY LANE

“Other books tend to write about 
the larger towns. 

“I have been trudging the streets 
stopping people and asking for sto¬ 
ries and photographs. It is backed 
up with research. 

“It’s always great when you can 
find pictures in the past that relate 
to people and places that are still 
around to see. There are lots of 
characters.” 

Take, for instance, the mystery 
of William Jones. According to 
the book, during the early 1900s, 
Jones sold lamp oil, drapery and 
bedding from his shop in Lake 
Street, Lower Gornal. He had his 
own branded horse and cart and 
claimed to trade in places as far 
reaching as London. 

In 1904, at only 34, Jones van¬ 
ished, never to be seen again. His 
wife, Jane, continued to run the 
business, before selling it six years 
after her husband’s disappearance. 


Today the building is used as a hos¬ 
tel and is owned by the church. 

Throughout its history, a num¬ 
ber of successful businesses have 
been built across The Gornals. It’s 
part of the reason why these vil¬ 
lages became so isolated, and why 
so many of the older generation 
spent their entire lives rarely step¬ 
ping out of its borders. 

So isolated were these villages 
that a couple from different parts 
of the Gornals is jokingly referred 
to as a mixed marriage. 

Upper Gornal’s Spring Farm 
Dairy had a fleet of vans and a 
strong force of milkmen delivering, 
according to the slogan embossed 
on their bottles, “pure, rich, safe 
milk.” Edward Pyatt owned the 
dairy, as well as a garage, a shop 
and a farm. He had started out as a 
miner, but dreamed of a life farm¬ 
ing animals.

Campaigners want to get 
on with Rest of project

CAMPAIGNERS who saved 
a former Sons of Rest build¬ 
ing from demolition say they 
are hoping to begin work on 
restoring the building in the 
coming months. 

The Hasbury Community As¬ 
sociation (HSA) has been spear¬ 
heading the campaign to save the 
Halesowen building. 

They say ‘red tape’ surrounding the 
lease of the building is currently pre¬ 
venting them from starting the work 
but hope it will be resolved soon. 


Dudley Council transferred the 
lease of the building to the HSA last 
year after the group managed to pre¬ 
vent the authority from selling it off 
for demolition, although it continues 
to own it. 

The group plans to keep the centre 
open after refurbishing it for the use 
of the community as a whole and has 
had interest from several community 
groups. 

Councillor Ian Cooper, who cam¬ 
paigned to save the building before 
he was elected in May, said: “We 
have seen so many community build¬ 
ings across Halesowen close in recent 


times and I think it is our ability to 
keep these places open that marks us 
as a community. 

“We did not want to see another 
building lost because of the financial 
pressures the council is facing and that 
is why we worked so hard to keep it 
open. We have a lawyer looking at the 
lease currently and we are waiting to 
hear back from the council. It is noth¬ 
ing serious and mainly red tape.” 

Proposed work to the building could 
cost the association upwards of £7,000. 

It was constructed in 1940s as one 
of five Sons of Rest sites in the Hale¬ 
sowen area to be used by war veterans.

TWO schools are set to receive almost 
£300,000 to help deal with an influx of foreign 
pupils. It was revealed recently that up to140 
languages are spoken in Sandwell schools. 

Holly Lodge Science College and Shireland Colle¬ 
giate Academy say that the ‘high-cost pupils’ mean 


they are having to employ 
extra classrooms to cope 
with the influx. 

At Holly Lodge Science 
College in Smethwick, the 
school had 50 extra mid¬ 
term admissions in just 
over a year, with 27 of those 
being new to the UK or hav¬ 
ing English as an additional 
language. The school has 
had to employ three extra 
teachers as well as four 
learning support assistants. 

At Shireland Collegiate 
Academy, also in Smeth¬ 
wick, there have been 34 
extra mid-term pupils over 
one year.

Jail for eight cousins in 
car parts export racket 


EIGHT men from the Black 
Country - including two from 
Dudley - are behind bars af¬ 
ter cars across the Midlands 
were stolen to order, disman¬ 
tled and the parts shipped to 
the Middle East. 

The gang, all cousins, was sen¬ 
tenced for a conspiracy to steal 
4x4 Toyota and Vauxhalls, which 
they would scour the streets of the 
Midlands for on demand. 

The men appeared at Worcester 
Crown Court after pleading guilty to 
conspiring to steal motor vehicles and 
were jailed for a total of 28 years and 
nine months. 

The court heard there were 81 thefts 
and attempted thefts throughout Staf¬ 
fordshire, West Midlands,Warwick¬ 
shire, West Mercia, Derbyshire and 
Leicestershire between March 2012 
and April 2013. 

Targeted 

Predominantly Toyota Hilux, Toy¬ 
ota Hiace, Toyota Landcruiser and 
Vauxhall Brava vehicles were targeted. 

They were taken from properties 
across Warwickshire in Rugby, Tam- 
worth, Atherstone and Kineton, as 
well as throughout West Mercia in 
Bromsgrove, Worcester, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, Market Drayton, Bridgnorth and 
Telford. 

The stolen vehicles were dismantled 
with the engines and gear boxes being 
exported to the United Arab Emirates, 
while the remainder of the chassis and 
shells were weighed in at scrap yards. 

The gang had found out that the 
parts, in particular those from Toyota 
2L engines, were in high demand in 
the Middle East so they set up a rapid¬ 
ly-expanding operation. 

A ninth man Yawar Jaffari, 42, from 
London, had links to the United Arab

Rocky Butler, aged 35, from Dudley 

Emirates and acted as the go-between. 
He would take orders from contacts 
abroad and pass them on to his accom¬ 
plices in the Black Country, who then 
stole whatever had been requested. 

The vehicles were taken to the 
Cannock Wood Industrial Estate in 
Cannock Wood Street, where the men 
worked from three units. 

They started out at a site in Torton 
Paddock, Kidderminster, owned by 
Rocky Butler, of Fullwood Crecsent, 
Dudley, but needed to move to bigger 
premises as demand rocketed. 

All eight men had grown up together 
in Blakenall, Walsall. Once they got in¬ 
volved with Jaffari, they began steal¬ 
ing the cars and within weeks had a 
regular export line running. 

Police said many traders had been 
hit when their work vehicles were sto¬ 
len. 

Detective Constable Karl High, of 
West Mercia Police, said: “This was a 
lengthy investigation. 

“This sentencing should serve as a

years; Butler, 35, got five years and 
four months; James Bailey, 36, of 
Edison Road, Walsall was sentenced 
to five years and four months; Richard 
Edwards, 29, of Chapel Street, Brier- 
ley Hill to two years; James Taylor, 26, 
of Harden Close, Walsall was jailed for

Campaigners celebrate 
as historic building saved 


CAMPAIGNERS have won a 10- 
year battle to save a Victorian school 
building from the threat of bulldoz¬ 
ers. 

The old Mount Pleasant School in 
Coseley had housed the Dudley bor¬ 
ough archives but has been empty 
since the service moved into prem¬ 
ises next to the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum in Dudley. 

Campaign group Friends of 
Mount Pleasant - which includes 
several former pupils - feared the 
move would lead to the building’s 
demolition. But Dudley Council has 
confirmed proposals are in place to 
convert the site into council homes. 

Brian Guest, Head Boy at the 
school during the 1950s, said: “The 


school played a vital role in the edu¬ 
cation of countless people in the area 
since it was built in 1879. 

“We are really over the moon the 
council has decided to put the build¬ 
ing to good use.” 

Mount Pleasant School was open 
for more than a century before being 
taken over by the archives in 1992. 

The Friends group believes it 
is one of the last buildings owned 
by Coseley Urban District Council 
which was abolished in 1966. 

It will now be included in the 
council’s £40 million scheme to build 
around 350 council homes during 
the next five years. The building will 
be retained and converted into 15 
properties.

Education hub at 
old school backed 

A £1.2 million project to create an education and train¬ 
ing centre on the site of a former school in Dudley has 
been backed following a public consultation. 

Dudley Council wants set up a learning base to provide 
education for over-16s with learning disabilities at the 
old Pensnett High School. 

A £lm grant has been secured towards the project, 
which includes demolishing former buildings on the 
site including the main school building that fronts Tiled 
House Lane and the linked science block. 

The new centre which will be created by refurbishing 
one of the remaining buildings and will be run by Pens 
Meadow Special School. 

Cabinet member for children’s services Councillor Tim 
Crumpton said: “The consultation around the proposals 
for a state-of-the-art education hub at the former Pens¬ 
nett School site has now closed and received extremely 
positive feedback.” 


Stray dogs 
problem 
costs £ 60 k 
for council 

DUDLEY Council spends more than £60,000 
a year on dealing with stray dogs in the bor¬ 
ough, new figures have revealed. 

During the course of the last financial year, the 
authority spent a total of £60,500 - which equates to 
around £165 a day - on lost and abandoned animals. 
Hundreds of stray dogs were picked up on the bor¬ 
ough’s streets in the past year - with around half re¬ 
turned to their owners. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, 
cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and culture, said: 

“In 2013/14, 522 stray dogs 
were collected from streets 
in the borough and we re¬ 
turned 242 of these to their 
owners. 

“Since April this year 
through to the end of No¬ 
vember we had collected 265 
stray dogs and returned 145 
to their homes.” 

Reclaimed 

She added: “We invest 
around £10,000 each year 
on a kennels contract, and 
we work closely with them 
to re-home dogs when they 
are not reclaimed by their 
owners. 

“To help us increase the 
likelihood of dogs being 
returned to their owners 
the council encourages 
people to identify their dog 
with a suitable tag bearing 
their name and address as 
well as having the dog mi¬ 
cro-chipped,” she said. 

Stray dogs found are 
taken outside of the borough 
to City Dogs Home in Buck- 
nail, near Stoke-on-Trent, 
which can charge up to £60 
to £70 for a week’s stay. 

Recently, it was revealed 
that Sandwell Council 
spends more than £300 a 
day to send their dogs to the 
same kennels, paying out

nearly £105,000 to Serco to 
pick up the dogs and take 
them to the rescue centre. 

Half of the dogs, however, 
are claimed by their own¬ 
ers, who pay a £25 fee to 
the council and a £10 a day 
charge to the kennels for 
veterinary and kennelling 
costs. 

If the dog is not claimed 
within seven days it is put 
up for rehoming. 

Dudley Council has set 
aside a total of £61,700 in 
its 2015/156 budget to deal 
with stray animals. 

It said it will not take 
responsibility for pets be¬ 
longing to people taken into 
hospital or care, or those of 
prisoners or evicted tenants. 
It also has no responsibility 
to rehome unwanted dogs. 

The Dogs Trust said 
18,798 abandoned and stray 
dogs were picked up across 
the Midlands in the last fi¬ 
nancial year. 

Denise Broadman, from 
the Dog Rescue Federation, 
said the problem lies not 
with the councils but with 
the issue of dog breeding 
across the UK. 

She said: “We need to 
see legislation which stops 
the breeding of dogs where 
there is no demand for 
them.”

MP anger at blind 
eye to minor crime 

SUGGESTIONS that po¬ 
lice officers may ignore 
crimes such as shoplifting 
and anti-social behaviour 
due to budget cuts have 
been branded ‘ridiculous’ 
by a Black Country MR 

Chief Inspector of Con¬ 
stabulary Sir Tom Winsor 
said police would have to 
focus on the ‘crimes that 
matter most to people’ 
due to shrinking officer 
numbers. He said ‘nobody 
would argue shoplifting 
was as serious as violent 
assault’. 

In a House of Commons 
debate, Warley MP John 
Spellar urged Policing 
Minister Michael Penning 
to support community po¬ 
licing and to ‘reject the 
ridiculous suggestion from 
Tom Winsor’ that police 
should ignore offences such 
as shoplifting. 

Albion ‘fan zone’ 
on former pub site 

A WEST Bromwich Albion 
‘fan zone’ is a step closer 
to reality after planners 
approved the demolition of 
existing buildings. 

Last month the club re¬ 
vealed plans to transform 
the derelict Hawthorns 
pub next to the Birming¬ 
ham Road ground. 

Approval has now been 
granted to knock down the 
Grade II listed building’s 
‘west wing’ to make way 
for the fan zone, which has 
been inspired by similar 
projects across the coun¬ 
try, including one outside 
Liverpool’s Anfield ground. 

Parts of the building and 
land around it, including 
the current car park, will 
house the new facility. The 
pub closed in 2009 and was 
bought by the club a year 
later. 


One in four children are

FOUR in 10 Black Country youngsters are 
overweight when they leave primary school, 
new figures show. 

And around a quarter are already overweight by 
the time they are just four years old. 

Public Health England has released the shocking figures, 


for which Dudley and Wolver 
the West Midlands. 

In the Black Country and 
Staffordshire, the figures 
tower above the national 
averages, particularly for 
11-year-olds. 

In England, around 33 
per cent of children are 
overweight when they leave 
primary school, but in the 
Black Country this rises to 
around 40 per cent. 

Obese 

Dudley is joint-worst in 
the West Midlands for fat 
four-year-olds with 26.4 per 
cent deemed overweight or 
obese, the same as in Wol¬ 
verhampton. 

In Walsall this figure 
is 24.1 per cent and in 
Sandwell it drops to 21.8 
per cent. 

All four Black Country 
areas hover around 40 per 
cent for overweight 11-year- 
olds, with Wolverhampton 
the highest on 41.8 per cent 
but Dudley is the lowest on 
38.6 per cent. 

Jane DeVille-Almond is a 
senior health lecturer at the 
University of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and also chairs the Brit¬ 
ish Obesity Society. She said 
it was no surprise that the 
Black Country was above

the national average in the 
obesity league and explained 
that the figures reflected an 
ongoing trend. 

“As with any industri¬ 
alised community where 
people historically eat foods 
with a high percentage of 
fat it’s difficult for people 
to change their dietary hab¬ 
its,” she said. 

“There’s a clear link be¬ 
tween poverty and depriva¬ 
tion — it’s nothing new. 

“In Wolverhampton it 
would be wonderful to show 
we can turn it around. We 
need to show the rest of the 
country we can do it.

COUNCIL tenants in 
Sandwell face rent rises un¬ 
der proposals by councillors 
as they look at continued 
investment plans for homes. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said it was an option being 
considered with a decision 
to be taken shortly. 

Councillor Cooper said 
the authority was mindful 
of hitting cash-strapped 
families with rent rises of 
around one to two per cent. 

But he said the council 
may have no option but to 
bring in a rise for next fi¬ 
nancial year to enable im¬ 
provement plans for homes 
to continue. 

Around £50 million is 
being spent by Sandwell 
Council to revamp 6,000 
homes. Work has already 
been carried out on estates 
in Oldbury, Rowley Regis, 
Tipton and West Bromwich. 
Homes are being fitted with 
new kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms, electrical rewiring 
and heating systems, new 
roofing and windows. 

Contractors are now look¬ 
ing at renovating properties 
on estates around Smeth¬ 
wick and Wednesbury. 

Councillor Cooper said: 
“We are still analysing all 
the figures, but if we do have 
to have any increases then 
they would be no higher 
than inflation so around one 
or two per cent. 

“Ideally I would have a 
rent freeze but I’m not sure 
that we would be able to 
afford to do that with the 
costs of everything going up 
at the moment.”

COUNCIL tax in Sandwell will be frozen 
for the fifth year under proposals being 
drawn up to help cash-strapped families. 

But council leader, Darren Cooper, said 
the move was hitting the authority as it 
tries to balance budgets in the midst of mul¬ 
ti-million pound cuts. 

Councillor Cooper said the authority 
knows people are struggling as the cost 
of living and energy bills rise while their 
wages do not. He said officials are doing all 
they can to protect frontline services in the 
face of cuts while not burdening families 
further. 

The council has to make £63 million cuts 
by 2017. 

Councillor Cooper said a motion for the 
council tax freeze will be discussed after 
plans are finalised at the end of this month. 
He said the move would allow them to take 
a grant offered by the Government designed 
to offset the loss incurred through not im¬ 
posing tax increases. 


Unsung heroes from across the Black 
Country are celebrating after been recog¬ 
nised in the New Year Honours List.

Jatinder Kumar Sharma, the principal of Wal¬ 
sall College - the first general further education 


college to receive an Outstanding from Ofsted 
under the new inspection framework - has been 
awarded the OBE for services to Further Edu¬ 
cation.

Guild, aged 76, for his voluntary political ser¬ 
vice; Oldswinford’s Chris Fonteyn, aged 64, 
for services to the community in Stourbridge, 
including his work with the RNLI and the Na¬ 
tional Trust and Alan James Harvey, of Dudley, 
for political service.

They include West Bromwich based 
firms Vector Print and East End Foods. 

Council leader Councillor Darren 
Cooper said: “Any young person who 
wants a job will get one.We want to give 
them a helping hand.” 

Under the scheme, called the Sandwell 
Guarantee, employers can offer jobs, ap¬ 
prenticeships, or internships, but they 
must be paid and new, not existing. 

The council will split the cost of wages 
50/50 for up to one year.

MORE than 160 people have 
been arrested for drink driving 
as part of a Christmas campaign. 

West Midlands Police kicked off its 
festive drink and drug driving cam¬ 
paign on December 1, with 164 men 
and women pulled over and arrested 
in about four weeks. 

As part of this year’s campaign every 
person charged with drink or drug driving 
is named on the force website for a week, 
in a bid to raise awareness and make driv¬ 
ers stop and think before possibly breaking 
the law, and remind them that a conviction 
can carry a prison sentence between three 
months and 14 years. 

It has seen more than 90 people charged 
to appear before the courts, accused of 
drink driving or failing to provide a sample 
for analysis. 

The force said last year the web page was 
viewed more than 41,600 times. 

Celebrating 

Inspector Greg Jennings, who is lead¬ 
ing the West Midlands annual road safety 
campaign, said: “Christmastime is always 
a peak period for us, with so many people 
out celebrating and perhaps behaving dif¬ 
ferently to normal. 

“It is never acceptable to get behind the 
wheel when under the influence and last 
year proved successful in raising awareness 
of the risks posed by drink driving. 

“Therefore we have decided to again 
name everyone who has been charged with 
drink or drug driving offences in a bid to 
make people think twice before acting reck¬ 
lessly. 

“If convicted of offences it can cost people 
their livelihoods and seriously affect their 
day-to-day lives - and relationships - if they 
lose their licence. 

“Seeing people’s names there makes it 
all the more real and if one person is de¬ 
terred from taking to the road after a night 
out on the tiles as a result of our messages 
then it is worthwhile as far as we are con¬ 
cerned.”

City Link staff get 
a lifeline from firm 

DELIVERY firm APC 
Overnight held a recruit¬ 
ment open day for former 
City Link employees, of¬ 
fering 100 jobs to workers 
who were made redundant 
on Christmas Day. 

At City Link’s Wednes- 
bury depot, 47 staff have 
lost their jobs, with just 
four kept on. 

The rival company an¬ 
nounced on December 30 
that it was making up to 
100 jobs available to for¬ 
mer City Link employees, 
following the collapse of 
the firm which left about 
600 West Midland staff 
jobless. 

Emma Scott, APC Over¬ 
night’s head of human re¬ 
sources, said: “There are 
some highly talented peo¬ 
ple out there who are un¬ 
fortunately now having to 
look for new jobs.” 

More travellers 
take to the rails 

THE number of train jour¬ 
neys taken in the West 
Midlands has risen for the 
13th consecutive year. 

Figures for 2013/14 show 
that there were 48.5 mil¬ 
lion journeys, an increase 
of two million on 2013/14. 

Since 2000, when figures 
dropped as low as 22.8m, 
the number of rail journeys 
in the region has increased 
every year. 

The latest hike comes de¬ 
spite rail fares going up by 
3.1 per cent. 

The increase of journeys 
is the third highest in the 
country. Rail journeys per 
population remains the 
highest in Merseyside with 
three million journeys per 
100,000 people, followed by 
1.8m journeys per 100,000 
people in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 


New Street Station work 
to begin major new phase 


THE multi-million pound transformation of 
Birmingham’s New Street station is entering 
its next stage with up to 3,000 workers ex¬ 
pected to be on site during coming months. 

The £600million project which includes the Grand 
Central Birmingham shopping centre is on track to 
be completed this autumn. 

During the coming 
months, the number of 


workers on site will increase 
from around 1,000 to 3,000 
by the summer. 

The next stages of the re¬ 
development include work 
to fit the floor of the new 
station concourse and the 
glass fronts to the shops 
starting this month. 

A massive atrium will 
overlook 12 platforms. 

Light 

In March, the demolition 
beneath the new atrium 
will be completed which 
will mean the whole of the 
new concourse will be open 
to natural light for the first 
time. 

And in May, a major new 
train crew centre will be 
opening within the station, 
bringing in staff from tem¬ 
porary accommodation. 

It will also see the re¬ 
moval of the first part of the 
main wall which separates 
the new and old station 
which will allow services to 
be connected and the build¬ 
ing to begin to operate as 
one station. 

The summer months will 
bring a hive of activity with 
the new concourse being fit-

ted out with finishes to the 
waiting rooms, shops and 
public facilities. 

The Navigation Street 
bridge will reopen to the 
public, the remainder of 
the station’s main wall and 
other hoardings will be re¬ 
moved and the final finishes 
will be completed. 

Project director Chris 
Montgomery, from Network 
Rail, said: “The station is 
really coming together and 
2015 will be an exciting 
time for the project as we 
build up to the opening of 
both the station and Grand 
Central. 

“To complete the final 
stages of the development, 
daily numbers working on 
site will increase from 1,000 
to around 3,000. 

“The numbers will con¬ 
tinue to grow throughout 
the year; reaching a peak 
over the summer months 
when the retailers in the 
station and Grand Central 
are fitting out the shops and 
putting in their merchan¬ 
dise.”

MORE than a thousand people turned 
out for the annual Boxing Day Al¬ 
brighton and Woodland Hunt, near 
Halesowen. 

More than 60 riders took part at the 
350-acre grounds of Hagley Park. 

Hunt secretary Julian Hill said: “It 
was a fantastic turnout. We usually 
hunt two to three times a week but the 
Boxing Day hunt is very special and it 
is always successful. 

“We have lots of people come along 
tostretch their legs and shake off 
Christmas.” 


The Albrighton and Woodland Hunt 
covers parts of Worcestershire, Staf¬ 
fordshire, Shropshire and the West 
Midlands bordering Stourbridge, Dud¬ 
ley and Halesowen. 

Despite a ban on fox hunting 10 
years ago, hunts continue using 
‘trails’, where hounds follow the 
scent of foxes without any foxes being 
harmed. 

Last year the separate Albrighton 
Hunt and Albrighton Woodland Hunt 
reunited for the first time since they 
split into separate hunts in 1908. 


In the past the hunt at Hagley Park 
has seen saboteurs and protesters. 

Mr Hill said: “We don’t notice as 
many problems these days, I think 
most people have accepted that it is a 
natural way of fox control. Much bet¬ 
ter than laying traps or doing it indis¬ 
criminately. 

“It is good for the hounds and 
horses, and of course we don’t know 
where the trails are and the hounds 
have to find them so it is very much 
like traditional hunting.” 

The club has around 300 members.

Shakespeare 
spoke Brummie 


Book Reviews 


SOUTHERNERS mock the 
Brummie accent because 
they actually fear Birming¬ 
ham as a rival to London. 
That’s one of the theories 
in You Say Potato: A Book 
About Accents by father and 
son Ben and David Crystal. 

In a chapter on the city, which thank¬ 
fully also points out that Brummie and 
Black Country are different accents, 
they say that whilst the Birmingham 
accent often comes bottom of UK polls 
(alongside the Ulster brogue) it is pop¬ 
ular with foreigners who find it friendly 
and melodic. 

The authors put the blame for its dis¬ 
mal reputation at home on Beryl Reid 
for her slow-witted Brummie character 
Marlene in popular 1950s radio show 
Educating Archie. Jasper Carrott didn’t 
help with his 1970s hit Funky Moped 
(“I’m gonna roide roide roide”). 

They suggest Brum needs TV shows 
or personalities to champion the ac¬ 
cent, like The Beatles did for Liverpool 
or even newsreader Huw Edwards for 
South Wales. But they doubt Peaky 
Blinders will do the trick with its mish¬ 
mash of Irish, Northern and Midlands. 

Many folks do not even realise that 
celebrated actress Julie Walters comes 
from the city. Smethwick to be exact, 
which being part of Sandwell and Staf¬ 
fordshire before that, is technically of 
the Black Country. This may be due to 
her early association with lots of Liver¬ 
pool drama, or chameleon ability of the 
actor. But who is left to champion the 
accent? Frank Skinner and Adrian Chil¬ 
es are both Black Country men, Liam 
Payne is a Wulfrunian. So that leaves... 
Ozzy Osbourne? Apart from the slurred 
accent of the Black Sabbath singer,

the best known Brummie voice is actor 
Timothy Spall, who played a character 
from the city in TV series Auf Wiederse- 
hen Pet in the 1980s. He is from South 
London. 

It’s enough to have Shakespeare 
spinning in his grave, after all being 
a north Warwickshire lad, the Bard 
probably spoke with a kind of Brum¬ 
mie twang. Interestingly, actor Ben 
Crystal and his linguist father, David, 
both Shakespeare scholars, say the 
perceived ‘posh’ accent is a new in¬ 
vention that came after Shakespeare’s 
times. Back then, when you had to 
speak French or Latin to impress, folks 
couldn’t tell from your accent wheth¬ 
er your Brummie home was a manor 
house or a hovel. You Say Potato is 
published in hardback by Macmillan, 
priced £12.99. 


Other recommended recent titles: 

Moriarty by Anthony Horowitz (Ori¬ 
on Books, hardback, £19.99). This 
is a Sherlock Holmes novel with only 
a cameo from the Great Detective 
and named after his villainous nem¬ 
esis (“the Napoleon of Crime”), who 
has apparently died with Holmes as 
they plummeted to their doom at the 
Reichenbach Falls. Foyle’s War cre¬ 
ator Horowitz, who did such a good 
job resurrecting Holmes and Watson 
in The House of Silk, this time gives 
Scotland Yard officers, so often de¬ 
rided by Holmes, a chance to show 
they’ve learned a thing or two from 
the famous consulting detective. They 
join an American Pinkerton agent in an 
investigation into the rise of a ruthless 
new crime boss. Horowitz does a good 
job of recreating the shadowy, smoggy 
world of late Victorian London and puts 
a twist in the tale. It’s out in paperback 
in June. 

Sherlock Holmes: The Man Who 
Never Lived and Will Never Die, com¬ 
piled by Alex Werner (Ebury Press, 
hardback, £25).

Looking to make their 
dreams come true 


G eorge Clarke likes to keep 
himself busy - so much so 
that he’s often juggling various 
TV projects as well as running his 
own architectural firm. 

Last March, he told us he was 
“making series three of Amazing 
Spaces. I’m making series four of 
Amazing Spaces at the same time. 

I’m making series five of Restoration 
Man, alongside series six of 
Restoration Man.” 

Blimey! 

Well, at least his fans know that if 
they miss one instalment, they won’t 
have long to wait until the next. 

Amazing Spaces ended its run just 
before Christmas, and now it’s the 
turn of the aforementioned series five 
of Restoration Man to take centre 
stage. And, despite the nation’s 
continuing economic issues, it seems 
that people are still more than willing 
to invest their hard-earned savings in 
bricks and mortar - even if 
sometimes there isn’t much of either 
when they take on a building. 

“I think they’re amazing,” says 
George of those who take part in the

programme. ‘These are people who 
are generally jumping into the 
unknown, taking on grade one or 
grade two listed buildings, many that 
have been abandoned for years. 

‘They do use a phrase sometimes 
that does make me laugh but is true, 
and they say, ‘If I wasn’t so naive, I 
wouldn’t have taken on the project in 
the first place’. But the upside is that 
they’re not paying a king’s ransom for 
these buildings.” 

He has a sound piece of advice for 
all involved, although some don’t give 
it much heed: “Get the professionals 
around you that can really help you 
and advise you in the areas you’re 
lacking. As you know from watching 
the programmes, people do make 
some really major mistakes where 
they think they can design it 
themselves, but they can’t and they 
get it wrong. 

“Get a project manager involved if 
you’ve never done it before. A project 
manager is somebody who’s seen as 
an investment, not a cost. They will 
save you money over the course of 
the build.” 

The second episode of the current 


run sees George travel to Great 
Braxted in Essex, where Jim and Bee 
Goody want to turn a derelict 
Victorian school into their dream 
home in the country. 

Sadly, they haven’t been able to sell 
their existing house to help them fund 
the project, so have taken on a 
bridging loan, but on the upside, 
George is thrilled to hear that some of 
the original features they initially felt 
would hamper their creation of the 
perfect abode have now become 
some of their favourite aspects. 

“I’m passionate about architecture 
and all over the country there are 
beautiful buildings with real soul that 
need to be saved,” explains George. 
“I’m not interested in creating living 
museums. The challenge is to give 
these historic buildings a modern 
twist and drag them into the 21st 
century. 

“What I loved about this was that 
these people have such a passion for 
Britain’s architectural history. They just 
wanted to save the buildings for future 
generations. 

“I love that, I find it really quite 
humbling.”

Hyundai Motor has introduced its new i40 
Tourer and Saloon, enhancing the brand’s 
product line-up in Europe’s competitive 
D-segment. 

A flagship car for Hyundai Motor in Europe at its launch, 
the original i40 has achieved sales of 100,000 units and 
played an important role in changing customers’ percep¬ 
tions of the Hyundai brand. 

Thenew i40 now features refined exterior styling, an up¬ 
graded range of responsive, efficient diesel engines, the 
addition of a new seven-speed dual-clutch transmission, 
improvements in ride and handling and several ‘first-for- 
Hyundai’ active safety and convenience features. Many of 
the new technologies were first seen on the new Hyundai 
Genesis. 

Designed and engineered at the company’s European 
R&D headquarters in Russelsheim, Germany, the refreshed 
design for New i40 retains the distinctive visual appeal and 
practicality of the original model, combining practicality with 
engaging design. 

Exterior enhancements include an updated design for 
front and rear lamps, a more sophisticated hexagonal grille, 
a new front bumper, and new integrated LED fog lamps as 
introduced in Genesis.
